MAYOR PROHIBITS PLAY 


Mounted Police Charge Crowd, 
Shots Fired, Windows Bro- 
ken—Arrests.

NEW YORK, Oct. 20,— Mounted | 
police tonight charged a crowd of 
300 service men who had massed in 
front of the Lexington theatre to pre- 
vent production of a German opera 
upon which Mayor Hylan had placed 
an official ban. 

Dispersed by the police, the ser- 
vice men hastened to Times Square, 
recruited nearly a thousand civilians 
and returned to the theatre. One 
section of the line engaged in a fight 
with the police, laying down a bar- 
rege of bricks and stones. 

Shots Are Fired 
+ In the melee several shots were 
fired, but whether by police or the 
indignant service men_ spectators 
could not be determined. Scores of 
windows were smashed, and one ma- 
rine was injured. 

A block of cement was hurled from 
the roo’ of a building opposite the 
theatre, but it did no harm. MDetec- 
tives ordered to the roof arrested 
Joseph Smith, a eailor from the 
U.8.8S. Imperator, on a charge of dis- 
orderly conduct. A few minutes later 
a mounted policeman was struck in 
the face by a billiard ball, 

Various posts of the American Le- 
gion had passed resolutions con- 
demning introduction of German 
opera scheduled for tonight. Today 
representatives of the Manhattan 
naval post waited on Mayor Hylan 
with a petition that the performance 
be stopped. After consultation the 
mayor issued an order prohibiting 
the performance, but despite this or- 
der the sale of tickets continued.

(a) A certificate of age. 

(b) A written statement from the 
president or acting president of his 
college or university to the effect that 
his application as a suitable candidate 
is approved. 

(c) Certified evidence as to the 
courses of study pursued by the 
scholar at his university, and as to his 
gradings in those courses, This 
evidence should be signed by the 
registrar, or other responsible official, 
of his university. 

(d) <A brief statement by himself 
of his athletic and general activities 
and interests at college. and of his 
proposed line of study at Oxford. 

(e) Not more than four testimon- 
ie frorn presons well acquainted with 

m. 

(f) References to four other re- 
sponsible persons, whose addresses 
must be given in full, and of whom 
two at least must be professors under 
whom he has studied.

During 
the summer just passed, in addition 
to two summer camps, a baseball 
league of abe tras deh teams was, in 
co-operation with the churches, han- 
died by this department. In the light 
of the statement that a recent survey 
showed that there were 3,157 teen age 
boys in Edmonton, one can easily see 
how urgent the need for further equip- 
ment for the boys of the city. 
‘ In the gymnasium department G. R. 
Jackson is physical instructor; while 
James Crockett, swimming instructor, 
has charge of the swimming pool, 
shower baths and locker rooms. These 
provide a double attraction, which 
brings hundreds into membership ev- 
ery year and where men are given in- 
struction and practice in all sorts of 
physical exercises and games.

The pledge 
has not been kept, and the reasons 
for it not being kept are still in 
existence, To reconstruct the fin-

PRODUCTION OF 
NATURAL GAS 
AND GASOLINE |

From Of! and Clas Journal 


More than 2100 cities and towns in 
|the United States are supplied with 
natural gas, which is furnished to do- 
mestic consumers at rates that should 
arouse the envy of those customers of 
artificial gas who have to pay about 
$1 a thousand cubic feet. The aver- 
age price per 1000 cubic feet charged 
to domestic consumers of natural gas 
jin the United States in 1917, was 
about 30 cents. The average price 
charged, to manufacturers was Jess 
than 12 cents. 

Most of the towns and cities suppli- 
éd with natural gas are in New York, 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, West Virginia, 
Kansas, Oklahoma and California. In 
Ohio 872,000 domestic consumers 
were 6upplied In 1917, in Pennsylvania 
480,000, in California, 239,000 in Kan- 
sag, 188,000 in New York, 164,000 in 
West Virginia, 129,000, and in Okla- 
homa 956,000, The industrial consum- 
ers, by whom the gas is used for gen- 
erating power, uve twice as much gas 
as the domestic consumers, 

During the present century the val- 
ue of the natural gas used in the Unit- 
jed States has risen annually without 
break from $27,000,000 to $142,000,- 
000, and is still rising. 

A report on ‘Natural Gas and Nat- 
ural Gas Gasoline in 1917," by John 
N. Northrop just published by the 
Unite@ States geological Survey De- 
partment of the Interior, gives e«tatis- 
tics of the production and consump- 
tion of the natural gag industry in 26 
States. It gives also statistics con- 
cerning gasoline made from natural 
gas in that year. 

Gasoline from Natural Gas, 

The recovery of gasoline from nat- 
ural gas has now become @ large in- 
dustry, which contribules materially 
{to the-support of motor fuels. Ex- 
|periments in the conversion of natural 
gas to gasoline were made as early as 
1903, fbut experiment did not give 
way to commercial production until 
about 1910. The growth of the in- 
dustry since thet year has been re- 
markable. In 1911 there were in op- 
eration 176 plants, which produced 
about 7,400,000 gallons of raw gaso- 
line from natural gas, In 1917, only 
eix years later, there were 886 plants, 
which produced nearly 218,000,000 
gallons. Prior to 1916 most of the 
‘gasoline recovered from natural gas 
was derived from cusinghead gas ob- 
ltained trom oil wells, by methods in- 
volving compression and condensation, 
but from year to year an increasingly 
jlarge proportion of the annual output 
of natural-gas gasoline has been re- 
covereq by the absorption process, 
which has now been applied not only 
to “wet’’ gas from oll wells but also 
to so-called “dry” gas, which occurs 
independent of oil and constitutes the 
main supply of natural gas. Dry gas 
‘cannot ‘be profitably converted into 
gasoline by compression.

Board may find it necessary virtually to 
take contro! of lake tonnage, but there | 
was no confirmation from any source.

Barley clesed %c 
lower for October, %4c advance for Decem- 
ber and %c beter for May. Flax closed 2c 
higher for October, 4c rise for November 
2%;e higher for December and 6%4c gain 
for May. Rye closed 1%c lower for Octe- 
ber. 

Oats opened unchanged for October, De- 
cember and May. Barley opened ic higher 
for October at 1.38914, December Ke up at 
1.2514. Flax opened 2c advance at 4.16 for 
November and 8'4c higher for December at 
4.06. May opened 6c up. at 4.11, 

Inspections totalled 866 cars of all grains 
ef which 435 were contract grades of wheat. 

CHICAGO GRAIN, 

Chicago, Oct, 20—Althongh lightness of 
offerings cave an unward tilt today to the 
corn market, the advance was not main 
tained. Downtnrns tn the value of hogs had 
a bearish effect. In addition, many traders 
express donbt of the reports that farmers 
generally were adopting a holding policy. 
Opening prices, which ranged from %c to 
8c bigher, tncluding December at 1.27 to! 
L274 and May at 1.25%, were followed by 
a sag ali round to well below Saturday's 
finish. 

Oats were steadier than corn. This eta 
bility was ascribed largely to recent big 
sales to exporters. After opening un- 
changed to %c higher, tneluding December 
at 71% 72c, the market remained at 
about initial figures.
